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REPORT  OF  THE 

SCHOOL   BOABD, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  1,  1888. 


Another  school  year  has  closed,  and  it  becomes  the  duty  of 
the  School  Board  to  submit  their  annual  report.  "We  think  the 
past  year  has  been  a  very  prosperous  one  for  the  schools  of  the 
district  as  the  Board  have  been  very  successful  in  procuring 
competent  teachers.  We  think  in  order  to  obtain  full  benefit  of 
the  law  that  some  of  the  school  houses  should  be  differently  lo- 
cated, so  there  would  be  less  schools  to  support.  We  hope  the 
district  will  make  the  desired  change. 

District  No.  1. 

This  district  has  had  three  terms  of  nine  weeks  each,  taught 
by  Miss  Maud  M.  Knox,  of  Hill.  This  school  consists  of 
what  was  formerly  three  districts,  one  in  Bristol  and  two  in 
Hill.  ]\liss  Knox  is  a  superior  teacher,  consequently  the  school 
was  one  of  the  best.  Every  thing  moved  like  clock  work  and 
she  did  not  have  to  oil  up  much  either. 

District  No.  4. 

The  first  term  was  taught  by  Carrie  E.  Sanborn,  of  New 
Hampton.  At  the  opening  of  the  school  it  appeared  very  well, 
but  for  a  trifling  matter  the  school  was  brought  suddenly  to  a 
close,  so  the  Board  were  deprived  of  their  last  visit ;  but  think 
M  iss  Sanborn  a  good  teacher. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Maud  Heath,  of  Bris- 
tol. This  was  Miss  Heath's  second  term  in  this  district,  both- 
with  perfect  satisfaction.  Miss  Heath  is  worthy  of  a  better 
position  than  teaching  a  school  of  only  three  or  four  pupils. 
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District  No.  6. 

The  first  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Minnie  Howard.  Miss 
Howard  had  taught  this  school  several  terms  with  good  satis- 
faction to  the  district.  At  the  visits  of  the  Board  every  thing 
appeared  iu  order  and  the  advancement  of  the  school  seemed  to 
be  good. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Winnie  M.  Heath,  of 
Bristol.  This  was  Miss  Heath's  first  attempt  at  teaching. 
This  school  was  visited  twice.  The  appearance  of  the  school 
was  good.  Think  by  a  little  experience  Miss  Heath  will  make 
a  good  teacher. 

District  No.  8. 

This  school  had  two  terms,  both  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A. 
Morrill,  of  Bridgewater.  Miss  Morrill  has  taught  this  school 
several  terms,  as  far  as  we  know  with  perfect  satisfaction  to  the 
district.  The  advancement  of  a  school  under  her  instruction 
is  always  good.  Miss  Morrill  needs  no  praise  from  us. 
District  No.  9. 

This  district  has  had  two  successful  terms  of  school  both 
taught  by  Miss  Nellie  F.  Mudgett.  "Whole  number  of 
scholars,  14.  This  was  Miss  Mudgett's  first  attempt  at  teach- 
ing. The  school  was  visited  by  the  committee  near  the  be.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

OF 

UNION  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  NO.  2. 


This  has  been  a  year  of  commendable  success  in  the  work  of 
this  school.  Avoiding  discrimination  we  would  say  that  the 
discipline  and  instruction  of  eich  departm  nt  has  been  good 
and  the  grade  of  scholarship  perceptibly  elevated.  Each  teach- 
er merits  and,  we  think,  receives  expressions  of  public  favor 
and  approbation. 

Only  one  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Instruction  has  occurred 
during  the  year.  At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  Miss  E. 
Belle  Galley  resigned  her  position  as  teacher  in  the  Grammar 
department,  and  Miss  Lizzie  B.  Bishop  was  elected  to  that  po- 
sition. 

!  From  the  over  crowded  condition  of  the  Primary  depart- 
ment it  became  necessary  to  employ  assistant  teachers  for  the 
siuing  and  fall  terms.  Mrs.  Helen  A.  Taylor  was  employed  as 
assistant  in  the  spring  term  and  Miss  Amy  B.  Drake  in  the  fall 
term.  Though  the  accommodations  for  a  division  of  this  de- 
partment were  inadequate  to  its  needs,  yet  the  arrangements 
made  were  conducive  to  its  comfort  and  success. 

The  building  has  been  kept  in  comfortable  repair,  and  some 
much  needed  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  school  yard. 
A  concrete  walk  in  front  of  the  school  building,  and  connecting 
with  the  sidewalk  on  North  Main  St.,  has  been  constructed, 
and  several  low  and  sandy  places  have  been  graded  up  to  the 
general  level  of  the  yard. 
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The  debt  of  the  district  has  received  our  careful  attention, 
and  has  been  reduced  by  the  payment  thereon  of  $300  and  in- 
terest for  the  year. 

We  would  again  call  attention  to  the  insufficient,  unhealthful 
and  expensive  means  now  employed  for  heating  the  school 
building ;  and  would  earnestly  recommend  the  adoption  of 
some  me:ms  better  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  school. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  some  arrangements  be  made 
for  the  observance  of  Arbor  Day  in  the  planting  of  shade  and 
ornamental  trees  in  the  school-yard  which  is  now  nearly  desti- 
tute of  shade  or  ornament  of  any  kind. 

A  small  outlay  for  philosophical  apparatus  would  greatly  en- 
hance the  interest  in  the  study  of  Natural  Science.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  trustees  of  the  Minot-Sleeper  Library  would  congratu- 
late the  people  of  Bristol  upon  the  continued  success  of  this 
institution  and  the  high  place  it  holds  in  the  esteem  of  the 
public.  During  the  past  year  there  have  been  drawn  from  the 
shelves  8709  books,  and  the  total  number  of  patrons  is  over  700. 
At  the  annual  examination  in  February  one  book  was  missing, 
the  first  that  has  been  lost  since  the  library  was  opened,  and 
this  may  yet  be  found.  Such  facts  are  remarkable  and  speak 
well  for  the  patrons  of  the  library  and  the  faithfulness  of  the 
librarians. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  reference  books  no  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  library  during  the  year,  and  in  order  to 
keep  the  library  at  its  present  high  standard,  a  small  appro- 
priation should  be  made  by  the  town  for  the  purchase  of  new 
books.  We  confidently  believe  that  such  a  course  will  com- 
mend itself  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  voters  of  Bristol  and 
that  the  library  will  not  be  allowed  to  deteriorate  for  the  lack 
of  proper  support.  As  an  educator,  coming  as  it  does  within 
the  reach  of  all,  its  value  can  hardly  be  overestimated.
